THE PHILADELPHIA ELECTION,

But fow persons in the raral por-
tions of the State are aware of the
gross frands practioed in Philadelphia
for & number of years pust. For the
purpose of giving an inside viow ol
this great and growing evil, we pub-
lish tho roport of a committes of eili-
zens who were appointed to look up
tho irreguiarities at the recent elec.
tion in that city for Mayor. We hope
all will read this report, which is
mado by Republicans who favor fair

In the investigation of the frauds
which carried the late elootion aguinst
the poople the scommittee has conduot-
ed its Inquiry on three importany
promises, viz: That the Ring would
oaturally, so far as lmihle, ropoat
tho successtul frauds, in kind, of pre.
vious years ; that it would ohoows fa-
miliar soones for e oporations, and
that the management would be en-
trosted (o velernns,

Tho modes of procoodire undor the
“Ring" have boen essentinlly of two
kinds—tho accomplishment of fraud
ontside the polls and the vivatiug of
returns within them. The latter has,
however, nlways beon the main roli-

+| ance of the managers, bocause it was in

the first place, casy of consammation,
Under the old constitution it took
place by the direct supervision of the
“Ring" and in the manner digclosed
by the events of December 16tk al the

ayor's Office. The hourly count
fucilitated the scheme to a great ex-
tont, Take the Hartranft cloction as
un expmple.  Upon that oeeasion the
moat notorious politicians of the party
were gathered at the Mayor's Office,
and tho shrowdest of their number, a
man who is directly implicated in the
Inst manipulation of retarns—rooeived
the division rolurns as they came from
the tolegraph operator bolow, avor
aged them according toa woll-defined
sobeme, sud furnished them to the
publie. At the elose of that day tho
majority figared up by the manipula-
tors foll short of that upon which the
“Ring" bad laid its wagors, and tho
same oloar-boadad polivicion duping
the sucogeding night reviewsd the reo-
turns of ench division, determined the
nocessary vote for each one, and in-
structed the officers socordingly, so
that upon the moeting of the Return
Judges tho desired majority was re-
torned.
